BYRD WELCOMED TO BALBOA _ 
FROM LAND, SEA AND AIR) 


Governor of Canal Zone Heads ‘Military 
Group, While Citizens’ Committee Is 
Aided by Boy Scouts at Pier. 


By the Associated Press. 

BALBOA, Canal Zone, May 14..— 
Rear Admiral Richard E. Byrd, 
homeward bound from ‘his South 


Polar exploration, arrived at Bal-; 


boa at. $:31-.o’clock this morning 
aboard the liner Rangitiki from 
Dunedin, New Zealand. 

Byrd probably will remain in the 
Canal Zone about two weeks as- 
sembling his comrades before the 
return to New York. 

Those aboard the Rangitiki with 
Byrd were Russel] D. Owen, cor- 
respondent; Lloyd Berkner, Charles 
E, Lofgren, William C, Haines and 
Richard Konter. 

Capt. Hilton H. Ralley of the 
United States Infantry Reserve, 
and a party ot Admiral Byrd's 
friends, sped out to sea at dawn 
in a private launch. 

The Governor of the Canal Zone, 
Harry Burgess, Rear Admiral J. 
R. Y. Blakeley, commandant of the 
Fifteenth Naval District, and Ma- 
jor-General Malin Craig, com- 
manding the Panama Canal De- 
partment, headed the military wel- 
coming group. 

A large citizens’ committee had 
prepared its enthusiastic welcome 
to the party. All available Boy 
Scouts assembled on the pier for 
review. Following this the Ad- 
miral and his party called 
upon the Governor and Admiral 
Blakeley. This afternoon’s cere- 


monies. inelided calls on the Unit- 
ed States Minister to Panama, Roy 
Davis; Foreign Minister J. D. 
Arosemena and President F. H. 
Arosemena. 

The Rangitiki arrived in Balboa 
harbor an hour and half later 
than had been expected. While 
proceeding up the harbor, Byrd 
posed for pictures and conversed 
with friends who went out in small 
beats to greet him. The explorer 


was attired in his white Rear Ad- 


miral’s uniform. 

As the ship came into port air- 
planes attached to the United 
States navy and the Isthmian Air- 
ways circled his ship. The Ad- 
miral had breakfast with Capt, 
Railey. 

Talking to newspaper men in the 
smoking room of the Rhingitiki, 
Byrd said he had no immediate 
plans for the future except fo 
compile scientific data of the expe- 
dition whicr “will take a tremen- 
dously long time.” 

“The expedition was most suc- 
cessful in scientific explorations,” 
he said. “‘I am mighty glad to come 
here and will go on the morning of 
the nineteenth for a stay in the in- 
terior.” He planned to fly to the 
Island of Boquete near the seashore 
in a commercial plane for a visit 
during which he will work on his 
book giving his story of the ex- 
pedition.

Missouri Supreme Tribunal 
Acts When Six Companies 
Apply for Writ of Prohi- 
bition.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 14.— 
The “sweeping investigation” of 
securities dealers in Missouri, 
which Securities ‘Commissioner 
Fenton T. Stockard tried to begin 
last week at the order of Secretary 
of State Charles U. Becker, was 
halted temporarily by an order of 
the Missouri Supreme Court today. 

The order. was issued after the 
filing of an applicatioin for a writ 
of prohibition by attorneys for six 
St. Louis brokerage and invest-: 
ment houses which had been or- 
dered to appear in Jefferson City 
tomorrow. with their books and 
records for 1929 and the first 
four months of 1930, 

As a result, Becker's investiga- 
tion will remain at a standstill until 
a hearing is held by the Supreme 
Court, a date ‘for which has not 


been set, and the investment houses 
may, at least for the time being, 
ignore the summonses. 

The application for the writ con- 
tained the “text of the summons, 
pointed out that it merely charged 
that the firms had violated the 
Missouri securities law and assert- 
ed that Stockard had refused to 
enlarge upon the charge when 
asked by an attorney for the firms 
yesterday, 


that the firms had in any way vio- 
lated the securities law, denied 
that they had refused to co-oper- 
ate in .the examination of their 
books and records, but stated that 
there was no provision in the law

SECRETARY INSISTS 
PARITY 1S GAINED 


Fair Relationship With Ja- 
pan Achieved, He De- 
clares at Second of Two 
Hearings in Progress.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—While 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee this morning was continu- 
ing its hearings on the London 
naval treaty, Seantor Hale (Rep.), 
Maine, chairman of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee, staged a 


rival show of his own, at which he 
placed Secretary of the Navy Ad- 
ams on the stand and heckled him 
for two hours with the charge that 
the American delegates at London 
departed from the long established 
naval policy of the United States. 

Secretary of State Stimson wz-s 
again the principal witness before 
the Foreign Relations Committee. 
In examining him, Senater John- 
son (Rep.), California, an oppo- 
nent of the London pact, asserted 
that the treaty did not provide 
parity with Great Britain, because 
of our agreement not to lay down 
two of our quota of eight-inch gun 
cruisers till after 1936, and that 
the American delegates at Londen 
bartered away the five-three ratio 
with Japan. 

Stimson was followed by Admir- 
al William V. Pratt, principal na- 
val adviser to the American dele- 
gates at London, who said there 
were merits in six-inch gun as well 
as in eight-inch gun cruisers and 
that the treaty was advantageous 
to the United States navy because | 
it laid down a balanced program 
of construction. 

Hale Gets Borah’s Witness. 

To the chagrin of Chairman 
Borah of the Foreign Relations 
Committee and of Senator Robins 
minority leader and a 
delegate at London, Chairman-Hale 
‘insisted on going forward with his 
advertised program, notwitlstand- 
ing the fact that Adams “was 
wanted as a witness by the Borah 
group. The treaty is before the 
Foreign Relations, not the Naval 
Affairs Committee. 

Hale sought to justify his ex- 
traordinary action by reading a 
statement to the effect that as long 
ago as last July he served notice 
in Congress that any departure 
from the program laid down in the 
15-cruiser’ bill would bring about 
full hearings by his committee. 

“Involving as the treaty does 
certain radical changes in the 
naval policy of the United States,” 
Psaid Hale, “I belieVe it is most im- 
portant that the-Senate should be 
fully informed as to the reasons 
for making these radical changes.” 

Hale added that examination 
might show the advisability of add- 
ing reservations to the treaty in 
order to protect the interests of 
the United States. 

Hale Peppers Adams. 

After rattling off his prepared 
statement, Seadog Hale called 
Adams to the stand. The Secretary 
of the Navy read a statement in 
defense of ‘the treaty, and then 
Hale began to pepper him with 
hostile questions. . Adams, who 
took but an inconspicuous part in 
the Lendon negotiations, was fre- 
quently at a loss when called upon 
to supply technical details, He 
summoned to his aid! Commander 
Harold Train, one of the naval ad- 
visers at London, who showed him- 
self fully able to match nautical 
lore with the chairman. 

Hale has often been subjected to 
severe hazing in the Senate, Sen- 
ator Reed of Missouri used to re- 
fer to him as “Rowboat” Hale. 
Today he had his own opportunity 
and he made the most of it. Sen-

WASHINGTON, May 14.—Pub- 
lication by the Department of Jus- 


interests filed in Delaware dis- 
closed today it had asked that 10 
leading radio manufacturers be en- 
joined from continuing monopoli- 
zation of interstate commerce, 
The suit, filed. yesterday in Wil- 
mington, charged conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade. The petition 
named the Radio Corporation of 
America, the General Electric Co., 
the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co,, the Western Electric, 


and the Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing Co. as “primary de- 
fendants” and five other affiliated 
concerns as aids in carrying out 
the alleged conspiracy. 

The affiliated companies were 
R. C. A. Photophone Co., R. C. A. 
Radiotron Co., R. C. A.-Victor Co., 
General Motors Radio Corporation 
and General Motors Co. 

The'petition asked that. the con- 
tracts and agreements between the 
companies be voided and that the 
defendants “be perpetually en- 
joined from entering into siz-ilar 
contracts,” 

Patent Combination Charged. 

The Government’ charged that 
the companies had perfected a 
combination of all radio patents 
and forced competitors to accept 
licenses at their terms. 

The suit asked that the defend- 
ants other than the Radio Corpo- 
ration be restrained from purchas- 
ing capital stock in the Radio Cor- 
poration or any of its subsidiaries 
and that General Electric and 
Westinghouse be drected to dis- 
pose of all stock in the Radio Cor- 
poration. 

The corporation in turn would 
be directed, under the suit, to di- 
vest iteelf.of any property, facili- 
ties or assets acquired from. the 
General Electric or Westinghouse 
companies. 

Aimed particularly at patent 
agreements among: the companies 
involved, the case. also contem- 
plates a test of the validity of the 
proposed acquisition of manufac- 
turing rights of the Westinghouse 
and General Electric companies by 
the Radio Corporation of America 
through: an exchange of stock. 

The Government .in its petition 
alleged that through “a novel 
method of cross licensing patents,” 
the defendants “have created a 
combination or pool through which 
they exercise joint control over the 
radio industry and that compe- 
tition among them has ceased, and 
that no outsider can obtain a license 
except on terms jointly prescribed 
by the chief defendants.” 

Stock Deal Opposed. 

Although the suit, was concerned 
chiefly with the legality of the 
patent licensing arrangement, the 
Government also charged that the 
proposed R. C. A.-Westinghouse- 
General Electric exchange of stock 
would have the effect of “perpetu- 
ating the control already obtained 
by the defendants,” 

Owen D. Young, chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Radio 
Corporation, last night issued a 
statement saying that his organ- 
ization welcomes the suit. He ex- 
plained that the company was or-. 
ganized in 1919 at a time when 
radio patents were so, distributed 
that no one company had the Ii- 
censes necessary for the develop- 
ment of the ‘industry.

Stands by the Treaty. 

Adams stood by the treaty 
throughout hig testimony. Its 
provisions, he said, had been unan- 
imously accepted by the American 
delegates. 

Asked whether the treaty modi- 
fied the 15-cruiser bill, he replied 
that it divi, to the extent ef eut- 
ting out five of those ships. 

“Il assume," he said, “that we 
intend to build to parity as fast 
a8 we can with due regard for 
economy. I hope to see the time 
When appropriations will be made 
according to an -orderly program, 
without regard to any suspicion 
that others may be building against 
us, An orderly plan of building 
will increase regular employment 
in Our navy yards and will improve 
the morale of the Navy.” 

Adams said the six-inch gun 
cruiser of the future would show 
a decided improvement over the 
present Omaha type.- In the pubs 
lic mind, he said, too much atten- 
tion had been centered on the 
eight-inch gun vessel. He believed 
that the treaty schedules represent. 
ed a fair adjustment of the whole 
cruiser problem. 

“I have no doubt,” he said, “that 
the treaty gives us parity with 
Great Britain in every category 
and gives us a fair relationship 
with Japan.

Adams said the battleship holi- 
day would save the country from 
possible expenditure of $400,.

“The delegation thought,” ~ re- 
plied Adams, “that the arrange- 
ment was not injurious to us, par- 
ticularly as it would give ua time 
to experiment and decide on the 
best type of vessel for our needs. 
The arrangement Was necessary, 
moreover, in order to reach a sat- 
istactory settlement with Japan.

Hale told the witness that at the 
Washington conference Japan like- 
wise demanded a 70 per cént ra- 
tio but that we brought her down 
by agreeing not to fertify our pos- 
sessions in the Pacific. He want- 
ed to know whether the same line 
of argument was followed up. by 
the delegation at London in an ef- 
fort again to beat down the Jap- 
anese demand. What he asked, in 
effect, was whether the delegation 
had threatened Japan with a re- 
opening of the fortifications ques- 
tion if she did not comé down to 
60 per cent if cruisers. Adams re- 
ferred the query to Senator Reed, 
who led the negotiations with 
the Japanese at London. 

“We have lost whatever advant- 
age We-possessed in our dealings 
with Japan,” said Hale.

After heating Adams again in 
the afternoon, the Haile committee 
adjourned till tomorrow morning, 
when Admiral Pratt is scheduled to 
take the stand. At the same time, 
Adams will be testifying before the 
Borah Committee.

The Episcopal form of govern- 
ment in the church triumphed 
yesterday when the general con- 
ference voted down by a decisive 
majority the proposed new con- 
stitution.

arranged to have Lourie shot. Each 
was sentenced to five years in the 
penitentiary. but the State Supreme 
Court set aside the convictions, in 
1928, on the ground that arrange- 
ments for the killing did not con- 
stitute an overt act of conspiracy. 

After being separated for a time, 
the Louries reunited, before the 
Supreme Court had settled the case, 
and came to St. Louis to reside. 
However, Lourie obtained a di- 
vorce in September, 1928, after Da- 
vis had been freed and prior to 
the dismissal of his wife’s case. He 
obtained custody of a son, Rex-

Lourie re-married. Friends say 
that his first wife also remarried 
and is living in St. Louis. Lourie, 
who: was 45 years old, had been 
living at 4011 Delmar boulevard 
with his second wife.

Last year, the R. C. A. merged the 
Victor Talking Machine Co. with

per cent by Westinghouse. Last 
year also, it entered into an ar- 
rangement with General Motors 
whereby it lent the use of its pat-

Derbies That Aren’t Derbies. 


GLANCE at the conditions 
governing most of the events 
that are labeled “Derbies” proves 
that they deserve the title less 
than some events which are not 
so called. 
For example: The Tijuana, the 
Louisiana, the Kentucky, the 
Fairmount, the American and 


‘ several smaller ‘“‘Derbies” are not 


rightly called by this name be- 
cause they do not fulfill the dis- 
tance condition of the true Derby, 
which is at one-and-one-half 
miles. Most of them do not con- 
form to Derby weight conditions, 
which call for 126 pounds for 
colts and 121 for fillies. 


The only two major 3-year- 
old feature races run under ap- 
proximate derby conditions are 
the Belmont Stakes (sometimes 
referred to as the “Belmont Der- 
by’’) and the Latonia Derby. 

Also .are two 3-yéar-old races 
that are really super-Derbies, the 
Lawrence Realization, which is 
at 15% miles and the Latonia 
Championship, at 1% miles—the 
toughest 3-year-old test of all.

This. bond must guarantee Schmel- 
ing against loss through any law 
suit brought by Arther Buelow, 
whose managerial contract does not 
expire until Oct. 13.” 

The commission decided that 
Schmeling, before he gets a box- 
ing license, must sign two sets of 
contracts.” The first will bigd him 
to box Sharkey for the Milk Fund 
June 12, but the second will force 
him to defend the title he may win 
within a year under the auspices 
of- Madison Square Garden only.

BRITAIN TURNS DOWN 
DEMANDS OF ARABS 


Colonial Office Says Changes 
in Palestine Are Not Con- 
sistent With Mandate. ~ 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch

LONDON, May 14.—The" Brit- 
ish Government, through the Co- 
lonial Office, has rejected the de- 
mands of the Palestine Arab dele- 
gation for drastic changes in the 
administration of Palestine, it was 
officially announced by the Colon- 
ial Office here last night. 

The statement sald: ‘“‘Conversa- 
tions which have taken place in 
London between members of the 
Government and the Palestine 
Arab delegation are. now at an end. 
The delegation have expressed their 
views on a number of subjects, par- 
ticularly land, immigration and the 
grant of a constitution. 

“His Majesty's Government have 
taken note of their views on these 
subjects. 

“It was pointed out to the dele- 
gation that the sweeping constitu- 
tional changes demanded by them 
were wholly unacceptable since 
they would have rendered it im- 
possible for His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to carry out their obligations 
under the (Palestine) mandate. It 
was made clear that no proposals 
could be considered which were in- 
compatible with the requirements 
of the mandate.” . 

The Arab delegation, which in- 
cluded the Grand Mufti of Jeru- 
salem and the head of the Pales- 
tine Arab executive, arrived in 
London some weeks ago coincident 
with the publication here of the 
report of the British Government's. 
committee of inquiry into the Pal- 
estitre. disturbances of last August. 

Its principal demands were: (1) 
Prohibition of the sale of land by 
Arabs to Jews; (2) Total suspen- 
sion of Jewish immigration into 
Palestine for the time being, and 
(3) Creation of a constitutional

resenting the Palestine population 
in proportion to the number of 
Jews and Arabs living there which 
would then determine the. condi- 
tions of future Jewish immigration

Ever since Foch’s death it-has 
been understood that his will for- 
‘bade publication of the memoirs 
until 10 years after his death, This 
belief is reaffirmed by Gen. Morgan 
of the British army, in an article 
in the current issue of the English 
Review, in which he says. Foch 
made a definite declaration to him 
to this effect in May, 1927. 

“The truth is too crude to be 
told while contemporaries are 
alive,” the soldier who commanded 
10,000,000 men is understood to 
have said. 

Morgan asserts that Foch re- 
fused an offer of $250,000 for his 
memoirs, According to a commu- 
nication. given out by Doubleday’s 
Paris representative, the contract 
permitting immediate publication 
of them has now been signed by 
the Marshal’s widow and two 
daughters, 

Maj. L/Hopital, Foch's‘ aide de 
camp and confidant, told the cor- 
respondent there was nothing in 
the Marshal's will to prevent the 
memoirs being published and the 
family decided that no harm could 
be done by giving them to the 
world. 

The book contains 150,000 words, 
much of it in the Marshal's hand- 
writing. Foch's controversies with 
Gen. Pershing, with Marshal Haig 
and with Cleménceau and others 
are related, 


| NORWEGIAN LEGISLATURE 


IN TRIBUTE TO DR, NANSEN 


OSLO, Norway, May 14.—Nor- 
way paid official tribute today to 
Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, whose sudden 
death occurred yesterday. The 
Storting, or Legislature, held an 
extraordinary meeting at which 
President Hambro voiced the 
country’s praise of the. great ex- 
plorer and humanitarian. 

President Hambro said Dr. Nan- 
sen’s life was so many sided and 
rich it was difficult to judge his 
real work. “Science led him to 
deeds and deeds led him back to 
science under Norway's banner,” 
the President said. “In: -difficult 
times he had occasion to do his 
country invaluable service.’ 

The Storting’s offer to pay the 
explorer’s funeral costs was ac- 
cepted by the Nansen family. The 
funeral will be held Saturday, Nor- 
way’s independence day,

_ GENEVA, May 14.—The Coun- 
cil of the League .of Nations 
opened its session today -with 
praise of Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, who 
in the latter years of hig life 
served the League often and well.

LEAGUE PLANS GREATER FORCE 
IN FIGHT ON OPIUM TRAFFIC 


GENEVA, May 14.—Measures 
for strengthening the forces fight- 
ing the illicit opium traffic by en- 
listing help from the “victim” 
countries, including Latin-America, 
were taken yesterday by the Coun- 
cil of the League of Nations. 

It was voted to invite Mexico, 


‘Uruguay, Spain, Poland, Belgium, 


Austria and Egypt to sit in the 
League's Advisory Committee on 
Opium Traffic. It had been urged 
by humanitarian workers that 
hitherto this committee has been 
mposed largely. of representa- 
ves of countries which manufac- 
ture narcotics. 

The Council tentatively set Dec. 
1.for holding an international 
opium conference at which the 
chief matter for consideration will 
be a proposal to limit the .world 
manufacture of narcotics to the 
world’s medical scientific needs, 
The Dec. 1 meeting may be post- 
poned if the September Council 
should decide that preliminary 
work is not sufficiently advanced.

Fort’s decision probably will be 
announced in a few days. F. Scott 
McBride, general superintendent of 
the Anti-Saloon League, who re- 
cently~ attended a conference. of 
league leaders in New.

Sikh, on Trial at Lahore, Rebukes 
British Court.

LAHORE, India, May 14.—Bha®% 
gat Singh, a huge bearded Sikh, 
leader in the Indian avarlike minor- 
ity which bears that name, told a 
British court here yesterday what 
he thought of it. : 

“You are cowards- and mer- 
cenaries,”” he taunted the Lahore 
tribunal, which was trying him and 
several Sikh companions on con- 
spiracy charges growing out of 
leadership of 100 Akali Sikhs in a 
march on Peshawar. 

Several local Hindus were ar- 
raigned with the Sikhs. All were 
vociferous in their abuse. They 
protested against their treatment 
at the hands of police and they 
called on Ogha Haidar, sole Indian 
member of the court, to resign. 

Haidar returned no answer to 
the summons, but did announce he 
was not consulted regarding yes- 
terday’s order by Justice Cold- 
stream, the tribunal president, that 
several of the accused who refused 
to stop singing revolutionary songs 
should be handcuffed.

CHARLES A ROE 
MADE SECRETARY 
OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Outsider Defeats Otto L. 
Zelle Who Has Held Job 


Temporarily Since Hugh 
McNamee’s Death. 


The Board of Education last 
night elected Charles’ A, Roe as its 
secretary-treasurer, and defeated a 
new attempt to limit employment 
in the school system to residents 
of the city. The board also took 
up the possibility of releasing a $4,- 
000,000 fund for new buildings. 
There has been an acting secre- 
tary-treasurer since the death of 
Hugh W. McNamee last September. 
The board caucused last evening 
before its open meeting and voted, 
7 to 4, for Roe, one member, Ben 
Weidle, being apsent. It was re- 
ported that Mrs. E. R. Kroeger, 
Mrs. Elias Michael, Howard Cook 
and John C. Tobin voted for Har- 
vey J. Bostwick, another of the 12 
candidates. Otto lL. Zelle, a veter- 
an of the office, who has held the. 
job temporarily at the rate of $7200 
a year, and who had been favored 
by some members; Channing Miller, 
chief clerk of the office; Charles 
Hertenstein, former chairman of 
the Efficiency Board, and Ralph 
C. Cope withdrew at the last min- 
ute, , 

In the open meeting Roe was 
elected unanimously on the first 
ballot, to take office, July 1, at a 
starting salary of $6500 a year. Bev- 
eral members commended Zelle’s 
services. The board expressed the 
desire that Roe retain Zelle as as- 
sistant secretary at $5500 a year 
and make Miller an assistant secre- 
atry at $5000. The secretary-treas- 
urer buys all the board's real es- 
tate after decision of the Sites Com- 
mittee, of which he is a member, 
handles all receipts and disburse- 
ments, makes out payroll checks 
and keeps the records. 

Was Born in England, 

Roe, who is 60 years old, mar« 
ried and resides at 3137 Allen ave- 
nue, was born in Brighton, En- 
gland, and came to St. Louis at the 
age of 12. He went to school here 
and then began work for the old 
Boatmen’s Bank as a messenger, 
eventually becoming head of the 
safe deposit department. Then he 
was secretary of the Henry Shaw 
estate for seven years, after which 
he was in the real estate business, 
and now he is a salesman for the 
investment brokerage firm of Her- 
rick J. Gray & Co. 

When approval of the appoint- 
ment of summer school teachers 
by Supt. Gerling was taken up, 
Myrt A. Rollins moved that names 
of about 60 men and women be re- 
moved from the list. A. 8. Werre- 
meyer, offering a second, made it 
clear that this was arattempt to 
force teachers and other employes 
of the board to reside in the. city. 
Those whom Rollins sought to re- 
move are suburban residents, 

It was pointed out that the board 
had stated its view more than two 
years,ago that employes should be 
citizens of St. Louis, but also that 
the charter provided for appoint- 
ments only on merit, and that 
State aid was accepted for training 
teachers without regard to resi- 
dence. Gerling said the appoint- 
ments were made from a list of 
applicants, ranked according to 
length of service and teaching rec- 
ord, both in regular and summer 
school, and that rejection of the 
suburban residents would make it 
necessary to go to the bottom of 
the list and appoint beginners. 

Rollins, Werremeyer and Henry 
Schroeder were the only ones vot- 
ing for Rollins’ motion, which lost, 
and the appointments were ap- | 
proved.

NANKING ARMY TAKES 
10.00 NORTHERNERS 


Chinese Nationalists Drive In- 
vaders Out of Anhwei 
Province. 


By the Associatea rress. 

SHANGHAI, May 14. — The Na- 
tionalist Government armies today 
captured 10,000 Northern rebels 
and drove the invading forces out 
of Anhwei Province, Government 
dispatches announce. 

Numerous field guns and 7000 
rifles were seized, say the dis- 
patches, as the Government troops 
advanced in Northwest Anhwei and 
along the railway west of Suchow 
across the Honan Province bor- 
der. 

The Nationalists, say , Nanking 
advices, are attacking Kweiteh and 
expect by its capture to shater the 
rebel resistance in Eastern Honan 
Provinee. Fall of the city would 
cause the rebels, retreating west- 
ward, to center their defenses 

bout Kaifeng, it is said. 

President Chiang Kai-shek is re- 
ported to have Jeft Suchow and en- 
tered the front lines, commanding 
the Nationalists’ advance inte Ho- 
nonan province. 

Meanwhile the eats along 
the Peiping-Hankow Railway are 
reported moving northward  pre- 
paring to attack Chengchow, seek- 
ing to follow up the havoc done 
by Nationalist airplanes which 
dropped bombs on the city. 

Against this attack, say Govern- 
ment advices, the forces of Marshal 
Feng Yu-hsiang have begun a drive 
southward along the railway with 
Hankow their objective. A decisive 
battle in this area is expected. 

Fighting on two fronts in Honan 
and Anhwei provinces has lasted six 
days as the Northerners, directed 
by Gov. Yen Hsi-shan of Shansi, 
and Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang, at- 
tempted to force their way south- 
ward to the Yangtze River to smash 
the Nationalist Government head- 
ed by Chiang Kai-shek.

FIRM HAD 3 DRESSES 
ON DAY OF BANKRUPTCY 


The Unique Co, Usually Had 
~ 2000 in Stock, Presi- 
dent Testifies. 


Further investigation of the ef- 
fairs of the defunct Unique Dress 
Co. in bankruptcy court yesterday 
disclosed that the firm lost a large 
number of dresses through the dis- 
appearance of a salesman shortly 


before it filed bankruptcy proceed- 
ings, Oct. 3 last, but subsequently 
recovered most of them. 

Vice President Sot Keiser, a 
pawn broker, who said he knew 
little of the company's business, 
although he was in charge during 
its last three months while his 
brother-in-law, President I, M. ‘% 
vack, was absent, testified he too 
three trunks of dresses to Chicago 
to help a salesman dispose of 
them. When he went to the «am- 
ple room one morning, he said, the 
trunks, the dresses, and the sales- 
manirere gone. He said he did 
not know how many dresses there 
were. but that most of them were 
replevined in Milwaukee. 

Novack had previously testified 
that, although the company usually 
had about 2000 dresses in stock. ft 
had only three on the day of the 
filing of bankruptcy. 

Keiser could remember little 
about the company except that it 
owes him $4800 of $5800 advanced 
as loans. He was unaware, he said. 
that the company was in a failing 
condition unti] it was closed. He 
denied the firm operated night and 
day shortly before going into 
bankruptcy and* could not say 
whether dresses were sold below 
cost. 

The bankrupt lists liabilities of 
$55,491 and assets of $8343. It 
was incorporated for $20,000. and. 
according to Novack, lost about 
$75,000 on a gross business of 
$266,000 in the first niné months 
of 1929.

‘signature of Martin Hyland, dog- 
track promoter, onthe back of a 
certificate for 68% shares of stock 
in the Madison Kennel Club was 
forged, was given in Circuit Judge 
Lashly’s court late today by James 
M. Trendley of East St. Louis, a 
handwriting. expert.. Trendléy was 
@ surprise witness in the suit 
brought by land's relatives to 
have the promoter’s widow, Mrs. 
Dorothy Hyland, removed as ad- 
ministratrix. 

Trendley, testifying for the plain- 
tiffs, compared. the signature on 


which Mrs. Hyland says wa#trans- 
ferred to her by her’ husband in 
June, 1926, with Hyland’s signa- 
ture as yresident of the contpany 
on the face of the certificate. He 
testified that the signatures were 
obviously different, and that the 
signature on the back of the cer- 
tificate had been drawn. Trendley 
declared that the manner in mak- 
ing the “H” was distinctly differ- 
ent, and he unhesitatingly declared 
the transferring signature, “M, 
Hyland, pres.”, to be a forgery. 
An effort by the plaintiffs ear- 
lier in the day to show through 
bank records that Hyland depos- 
ited more than $1,000,000 in the 
Franklin-American Bany in a year 
was overruléd by Judge Lashly. 

Judge Lashly ruled the records 
were not admissible as evidence, 
and would not permit lawyers for 


Haerting, bookkeeper for the 
bank, concerning Hyland's depos- 
its. Randolph Laughlin, counsel 
for the plaintiffs, told the Court he 
Sought to show through Maerting’s 
testimony that Hyland’s personal 
bank deposits exceeded $1,000,000. 
Judge Lashly told Laughlin that 


deposit records wpuld not prove| 


that the money represented divi- 
dends from dog track operations. 
Federal income tax returns, in- 
trodueed at the hearing showed 
Hyland received $54,000 in 
income from the Madison Ken- 
nel Club in 1928, and about $326,- 
000 from other dog tracks, in ad- 
dition to 910,000 from other 
sources.
